I bt* masses of the Russian people arc growing host iii* 
toward America, according to an Associated Press cor­ 
respondent now in Russia. 
While that development does.occasion some surprise 
among many Americans, it should not have he cit unexpect- 
ed.

I rue we have done nothing to offend the Russian peo­ 
ple. Our feelings have always been kindly and our inten­ 
tion has been and is to assist them in every way possible. 
But that’s the trouble, we have done nothing, and worse 
than all, have said nothing. 
The administration has kept our Russian policy 
a 
closed hook so far as the American public is concerned and 
so far as Russia is concerned also. 
It is time for America 
for her own good and for the good of the Russian people 
to announce a definite Russian policy. 
We should know 
what we arc attempting and so should Russia. 
Hither wa 
should proceed with the execution of a definite plan ni 
withdraw our soldiers from Russia and tell the peasants 
that the w'hole problem is up to them to solve. 
I he administration seems to he proceeding along its 
usual plan of keeping silent until the whole schedule is 
mapped out and then ask for approval of the people. 
In time of war that plan of dealing with the \nicri- 
can people was warranted, perhaps, hut certainly nm now. 
'flic people (vant nipre than a chance to ratify these 
tremendous plans after they are made. They wa nt an op­ 
portunity to take part in their formation. No wonder the 
Russian masses, ignorant as they are, accept the propa­ 
ganda of their enemies and the enemies of America—it’s 
all they hear. There is no denial made or no police an­ 
nounced to the hopeless Russians who had looked so* con­ 
fidently to America for assistance and friendship. 


Extra Session Probable 


Members of the cabinet and other government officials 
are openly discussing the possibility of an extra session 
of Congress in the near future. 
In fact it is suggested in some quarters that President 
W ii son’s return home may occur several weeks in advance 
of previous plans in order to convene the legislative body 
in extra session to provide for the needs of the nation. 
lf the filibustering senators had placed the business 
of the nation above political ambition and personal “hate 
there would he no need for the people to he harrangued 
to death by a collection of notoriety-seeking politician 
unfortunately members of Congress, during the spring 
and summer months. 
It begins to look, though, as if all our suffering was 
not ended and that in order that the nation be preserved 
from humiliation in its financial affairs we must endure an 
extra session.

Buy Coal New? 


Most of the American people have been happy for 
several months past because of the understanding that the 
national fuel administration had “ceased to function’’ and 
in other ways to annoy and hamper them. 
That understanding, however, judging by later re­ 
ports seems to have been unwarranted by the facts or, at 
least, somewhat premature. 
We have the announcement in the news of Thursday 
that the national fuel administration is not only alive but 
that it is once more insisting on giving advice. 
Buy coal 
for next winter at once—and this is only March—is the 
advice given. The record of that commission as an a d v ise r 
is one of the dark spots in the whole war work program 
of the nation. 
In the spring and summer of nineteen seventeen the 
fuel administration advised people not to buy coal and as 
a result the nearest approach to a complete coal famine 
and the most unheard of prices gripped the nation during 
one of the worst winters of history. Never will the people 
of America he able to forget the chaotic conditions prevail­ 
ing during that awful winter of 1917-1918 and nine-tenths 
of the trouble was directly attributable to the bad advice 
given by the fuel administration. 
Had the people been allowed to follow their own in­ 
clinations the demand for fuel during that time of trans­ 
portation paralysis, high prices and urgent need would 
have been reduced at least by one-half. 
If the fuel administration is still in the enjoyment of 
its official existence it should confine its activities to 
a 
minimum of advice giving and a maximum of endeavor 
to clear up a past record that is anything but a bright 
page in official history.
